‘Haskell reported ‘last fall he 
‘was. adopting a number of econ- 
omy moves in his department. 

Other deficits included ‘the 
‘county commissioners account, 
which was $1,663 more than the 
$1,200 budgeted; civil defense, 
$975 over its $4,500 bitdget; the 
bridge. account, $745. over the 
$40.000 appropriations. 

Finally, postage was complete- 
ly -overspent. The account came 
to $900 for 1967, Absolutely noth- 
ing was appropriated.
